Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,4-8 and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not teach or suggest a singlet telescope for reshaping the 
curvature of a laser being a monolithic lens element having two spaced-apart surfaces 
radiused in the same direction with the same radius of curvature as well as satisfying 
the recited numerical condition (independent claim 1 ). Also, the prior art does not teach 
or suggest a method for minimizing the retro-reflective ghosts from a telescope used to 
reshape the output of a laser by using a singlet telescope to reshape the output of the 
laser (independent claim 7).
